PLAGUE.IN BURMA. 


Tho remarkable success: which- has attended 
the efforts of the Government -of Burma in 
combating plague is shown ine highly interest- 
ing Report which has just bee published. A 
combination of methods ssemsto have baon-tha 
secret. of this success.. Earth-oil disinfection 
was ‘found. chiefly’ useful when cases - were 
sporadic, as the people wonld not thon consent to 
moro drastic methods, In’ cases where this 
method. failed, it waa supplemented by evacuation 
of dwollings.and by inoculation, when the people 
conld be parsuaded to nocopt the latter remedy. 
Rat destruction was .aleocarried out on a large 
aoale. A typical case was. that of the village 
of Aigthsiyn, inthe Henzada district of 
Bassein. Hero, the Beport states, the villagers 
wore accommodated in huts half « mile from 
their villages, the. floors. of which. were earth 
oiled. Thoy’ were kept out for thirty days, and 
then allowed to return, almost complete immun- 
ity. boing thus secured, - In some places -objoc- 
tion was taken.to the use of earth oil on account 
of its smell and inflammable f propertises but 
these objéctions are bein; gradu - overcome 
‘and the people persuaded to use this method. 
Tho disease ia now dormant in Burms, but the 
local Government consider that it-has been sup- 
pressed rather than extirpated, and are preparing 
to take further vigorous action, if necessary, 
‘during the coming winter. But poisoning’ is to. 
be carried ‘out in the larger towns, followed ‘by. 
earth-oiling and other methods of disinfection. 


- BRITIGH NAVAL POLICY.

It is probable. thet for some time to come and, 
perhaps forever, with the. assistance of its self- 

governing colonics, Great Britain can maintain | 
a fleat in excess of that of any two, European 
powers. The per capita wealth of Great Britain 
is yet in: excess of that of the United States, 
but “her aggregate national wealth is vastly 
inferior.. “Great, Britain is already taxed 
almost. to the limit of endurance, while the 
‘American people liardly feel their nation taxes. 
‘We have a reserve power of taxation hardly sp- 
proached by all Europe, and when ft pomes to a 
navel race, itis the ability to, pay. that counta.
